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CHINESE REDS KILL 42 BRITONS 
Expected Spring Economic 
Upswing In U.S. Is Overdue 


WASHINGTON, April 
The Spring season's expected boost 
for the nation's economy is over- 
due.That became clear today from a 
new batch of government reports. 
They showed fresh declines in 
non-farm employment. In factory 
workers' earnings and 
working 
hours, in business loans and in 
estimated farm receipts. 
One government official, Com- 
missioner Ewari Clague of the Bu- 
reau of labor statistics, said ordin- 
arily these figures have showed an 
uptrend this time of the year. He 
said maybe It's just delayed action, 
due in part to a late Easter. 
Another top official, Secretary of 
the Tteasury Snyder, sounded an 
optimistic note to a New York au- 


dience last night. He said latest 
employment figures actually are 
higher than a year ago and pur- 
chasing power still Is high. 
Snyder said the present economic 
picture lacks' the elements that 
"brought on depression and de- 
pression crises in the post." 


On the other hand, a third gov- 
ernment expert, Louis H. 
Bean, 
said businessmen can cause a de- 
pression by curtailing Investment 
for Industrial expansion. 
He said 
recent surveys indicate they plan 
to reduce It In the next five years 
to 40 per cent of the 1948 level. 
Bean, aconomic adviser to Sec- 
retary of Agriculture 
Brannan, 
also spoke In New York. 


Clague gave these figures for 
March: 


Non-farm 
employment — down 
150,000 from February to 43,848,000. 
This is 750,000 below a year ago, 
when March showed 300,000 in- 
crease over February. Non-farm 
employment 
represents 
about 
three-fourths of the nation's work- 
ers.Factory earnings and working 
hours—Weekly 
earning 
down 
about $1 to $53.37 from February 
and down $1.66 from December's 
$55.03 peak. 
Working hours re- 


duced from 39.4 in February to 
38,9 In March. 
And the agriculture department 
estimated that farmers' cosh re- 
ceipts may be 10 per cent less this 
year than the 1948 record 
total. 
Trelr net Income may decline even 
more, the department said.

Legislators from South Texas at- 
tempted to . amend Senator Otis 
Lock's minimum foundation edu- 
cation bill (S. B..H6),.so that schpol 
districts where there are 
many 
children 
in 
parochial 
schools 
would benefit in state 
aid 
for 


children who not only attend-pub- 
lic schools, but private schodls. 
Under the amendment, no state 
money would go to 
parochial 
schools, but average dally attend- 
ance of both private and public 
schools would be counted in allo- 
cating funds for the public schools. 
Proponents of the bill 
argued 
that this was not reasonable. They 
said there was no reason why the 
state should contribute funds to 
school districts when children liv- 
ing there attended private schools 
and did not go to public schools. 
Backers of the Gilmer-Alkin plan 
won a victory when they succeed- 
ed In tabling the parochial school 
amendment 72 to 50. An effect to 
reconsider this vote was knocked 
down 70 to 64. 


Then Rep. C. S. McLellan of 
Eagle Lake, saying the bill as writ- 
ten was unconstitutional Because 
it would deprive children living in 
many Texas districts of rights to 
state assistance, tried to have the 
bill sent back to the

How To Be a 
Good Parent 


By DAVID TAYLOR MABKE 
(AP Newsfeatures) 


Being a good parent Is no hard- 


er than being a bad parent. 
It 
doesn't require a magic formula, 
It doesn't mean that one must nev- 
er make mistakes or must follow 
specific situation! according 
to 


the book. 
True, being a good parent Is not 
an easy job. It is time-consuming, 
and It tries one's patients. It ties 
one down and makes extraordina- 
ry demands on a sense of humor. 
But 
all one has to remember 
Is 


that parents are peonle living with 
children, 
says Professor James 


L. Hymes, Jr., In '"Being a Go-d 
Parent" (Bureau of Publications, 
Teachers College, Columbia Uni- 
versity.) 
One feeling which all good par- 


ents have in common is a desire 
for children, says Professor Hymes. 
This doesn't sound startling, yet 
from the baby's point of view this 
very normal, common-place atti- 
tude has deep significance. 


The 
wanted 
child's arrival Is 
welcome. 
The 
things which he 


does are newsworthy. He Is loved 
and appreciated, exclaimed 
over 


and enjoyed. He is held and talk- 
ed to. He Is laughed at and with; a 
whole unercurrent of pleasant ex- 
citement attends eery event rom 
his first bath to his first gurgling, 
to the first amazing moment that 
he seems to focus 
his eyes on 


Mother and Daddy. 


The wanted 
child 
Is a loved 


child. He senses that this is so— 
not from the words his parents use, 
but 
from 
a tone and quality In 


their voices which convey their 
real feelings. He senses that this 
Is so from the way he Is touched 
and handled. In giving h.m love, 
his parents start him In life with 
the one greatest gift they have to 
offer. 


How these parents show the love 


they feel varies, says Dr. Hymes. 
From the infant's standpoint, few 
activities convey love and being 
wanted as fully as do the physical 
contact and the cuddlln that in- 
evitably come with breast feeding. 
For a variety of reasons, some 
mothers who truly want their chil- 
dren bottle-feed them. They make 
up to the child, and to themselves, 
by holding him close while he 
sucks his bottle. They linger with 
the child when his feeding Is done 
instead of rushing on to the next 
chore. 


To give another example, says 


Dr. Hymes, the parents who really 
want children never are content 
to let their baby's bath be simply 
something they do to get him clean. 
For most of them, the bath 
be- 


comes funttme. 
It 
is 
another 


chance for Baby to be handled and 
talked to and fondled. It Is a time 
for imlllng, for little Jokes, 
and 


for admiring. 
Baby understands 


none of the words that are used, 
but he never misses a bit of the 
good feeling that is expressed. 


Fathers-who want children very 


frequently capitalize on bathtlme 
in this way. It la hard for men, 
who are away from home much 
of the day, to get the aatisfaction 
which their desire for a child de- 
mands. In many homes bathtlme 
Is in the evening so that Father 
can do it. It takes place then be- 
cause it gives Daddy a chance to 
talk to their 
chlldrn, 
smile 
at 


them, hold them. It Is good for 
both Daddy and the child, says 
Dr. Hjmes. 


Many fathers help out by giving 


baby supplemental bottle feedings 
on weekends or evening and -early 
morning feedings. This Is one of 
the first expressions of another at- 
titude of the good parent: that 
raising Junior means teamwork. It 
E;lves Mother some rest and 
re- 


laxation, but most of all, it gives 
Father the glad feeling that comes 
with holding his child. And from 
his Inevitably different way 
of 


holding, his bigger hands and long- 
er arms and different clasp, the 
baby learns again and In a new 
way that he Is a welcome arrival in 
the household. 


Some parents try to express love 


by giving things—elaborate elec- 
tric trains, huge and fancy doll 
houses, cowboy suits, and expen- 
sive costumes. But no matter what 
the 
specific action may be, the 


child will sense 
the 
underlying 


feeling. That Is 
what 
counts. 


Where this feeling of wanting a 
child Is deepest, however, the par 
ent usually knows that his gre '.- 
est gift Is not a thing, but him- 
self: enough time alone with the 
child, a trip only for the two of 
them, or a place and time to build 
and make things together. Going 
for a walk around the block or to 
the store with his parent Is a much 
more satisfying experlenc for the 
young child than even the longest 
and most diverting trip made. 


All parents, and new 
parents 
especially, concludes Dr. Hymes 
must remember that 
parenthood 


should be an adventure In happy 
living together. In working 
out 


the good things to do for ihelr 
children, they must remember that 
the basic thing Is to love them and 
to show them they are 
wanted. 


This Is not a technique, but a feel- 
ing—and 
appropriate actions In 


many situations will flow easily 
from it.

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FARM SUBSIDY PLAN 


The administration has a 


new f a r m subsidy plan, 
which might contain an- 
swers to some of the critic- 
ism of the present plan. As 
it now is, a minimum level is 
pet for prices at the farm of 
the basic food crops. When- 
ever the market price falls 
below that level, the gov- 
ernment begins to buy and 
continues to do so as long as 
necessary to keep the mar- 
kete price at the minimum 
level. There has been much 
public 
complaint against 


this method, especially in 
the last few years, on the 
ground that it keeps food 
prices high, never gives 
them a chance to go down. 


Now the administration 


proposes that in the case of 
perishable foods the market 
price be let alone by the gov- 
ernment, be allowed to find 
its own level. For instance 
when there was a big potato 
crop 'the price would be al- 
lowed to fall to a low level, 
as it used to do in good crop 
years before the farm .price 
controls began. The farmer 
still would get his minimum 
price, however, because the 
government would pay him 
the difference between that 
minimum and the price for 
which he sold his potatoes. 
This might answer the argu- 
ment that farm 
subsidies 


make high prices. It would 
also eliminate the terrible 
waste which results when 
the government buys food 
and destorys it, just to keep 
it off the market. 


The new idea has faults, 


too, perhaps many of them, 
Por one thing it might play 
into the hands of the com- 
m o d i t y speculator. The 
. farmer, being able to collect 


from the government, would 
have little incentive to try to 
0ell his crop at a time when 
the market was favorable. 
The speculator might have 
abundant 
opportunity 
to 


buy foods at a low price and 
hold 
them for a higher 


price. The farmer would 
have little need to plan his 
crops according to the needs 
of the market, 
and there 


would be new argument for 
government 
planning 
of 


crops so there would be 
enough of each. 


The proposal recognizes 


the value of a free market, 
•which is a point gained. It 
has 
danger, 
among oth- 


ers, of leading toward more 
government controls, at a 
time when many persona 
think we need fewer gov. I 
rniment controls. Its pos- 


, sible cost, at a time when 


costs are becoming more im- 
portant, has not been reck- 
oned, 


FRUITS OF TRADE

If the deterioration of re- 


lations between the United 
States and Russia brings 
about .continued disruption 
of trade between the two na- 
tions, steel may soon be 
more expensive in America. 
The reason is that America 
has been getting from Rus- 
aia about a third of it$ sup- 
ply of manganese, which is 
necessary for making steel. 
Until recently Russia had

metal despite the rough talk 
and strained relations be- 
tween the two governments. 
But lately the exports have 
been curtailed. 


Almost all of the mangan- 


ese needed for the great 
steel industries of the United 
States is imported. There 
are substantial quantities of 
manganese ore in this coun- 
try, chiefly in the upper Mis- 
souri River Valley. But the 
ore is of auch low grade that 
it does not pay to use it. If 
the imports should be seri- 
ously reduced, the industry 
probably could get along for 
many years on American 
ore, but the price of man- 
ganese, a part of the cost of 
making steel, would be a 
great deal higher. 


Americans are used to 


thinking of their nation as 
self-sufficient because of its 
vast resources. The amount 
of manganese which goes in- 
to making a ton of steel is 
trifling by comparison with 
the iron ore and coal which 
are required. But the man- 
ganese is required, too. The 
supply of it, and of many 
other 
strategic materials 


which industry must have to 
make use of the 
vast re- 


sources, is one of the fruits 
of trade in an orderly fam- 
ily of nations. 


BELGIAN PROBLEM 
Along among the benefi- 


ciaries of the Marshall Plan, 
Belgium may be said to have 
made a full economic recov- 
ery. Production is up to or 
above pre-war levels, unem- 
ployment figures are low, 
exports and imports are 
properly balanced, tax re- 
ceipts are ample to cover 
drains on the budget, and 
prices are at a satisfactory 
level. 


Nevertheless, in spite of 


this internal stability, eco- 
nomic problems exist for 
Belgium. Her strong econ- 
omy makes her, as one ob* 
server says, "an island of 
free economy in the midst of 
a controlled world." This 
controlled world is one 
iu 


which competition is elim- 
inated by subsidies and oth- 
er artificial measures, and 
the countries belonging to it 
have made much less pro- 
gress toward1 achieving the 
aims of the Marshall Plan. 


Belgium has proceeded 


perhaps as far along the re- 
covery road as she can go 
without fuller co-operation 
from her European neigh- 
bors, and has begun to seek 
help from the United States 
in getting this co-operation 


The time may be ripe for 


a review of trade 
policies 


under the Marshall Plan, If 
the countries benefiting by

Fair 
employment 
laws 


have not had Congressional 
action as yet, but are gain- 
ing in the states* 
A state- 


ment of the American Coun- 
cil on Race Relations reports 
that New Mexico, Oregon, 
Rhode Island and Washing- 
ton enacted such laws this 
year. In nine other states 
there is said to be a fair 
chance for this 
legislation. 


They are: Colorado, Illinois, 
Iowa, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska, Ohio 
and Pennsylvania. In six oth- 
er states fair employment 
bills were defeated: 
Ariz- 


ona, Indiana, Kansas, Mon- 
tana, North Dakota 
and 


Utah. 


This is not as rapid pro- 


gress as the friends of this 
legislation would like, but 
at least they 
have some 


gains to show. They can also 
profit by defects and unde- 
sirable features that 
crop 


up in the various state laws, 
and the example of one state 
may win over a neighbor, if 
enough states pass fair em- 
ployment laws, e n f o r c e 
them wisely and have favor- 
able experience with them. 
Congress may be won over 
in the end.

Senator 
H. 
Alexander 


Smith of New Jersey be- 
lieves in compensating mer- 
it. Of all the countries which 
borrowed from us in World 
War I, no other has even ap- 
proached the record of Fin- 
land in the matter of repay- 
mng its debt. Out of $8,- 
000,000 due the 
United 


States, the Finns repaid $7,- 
500,000 before the Second 
World War came along to 
disrupt all normal interna- 
tional relationships. Senator 


Smith would show our ap- 
preciation of this fidelity to 
contract by turning all fu- 
ture Finnish debt payments 
into 
educational 
books, 


equipment and instruction 
for "the Finns. Part of the 
money would go to 
buy 


books for Finnish libraries, 
part to train young Finns in 
American technical schools, 


This would be analogous 


to our handling of the Chi- 
nese 
indemnity 
received 


when the Boxer rebels mas- 
sacred 
American misson- 


ariea in 1900. The Chinese 
payments were used to pro- 
vide college education for 
recommended .Chinese stu- 
dents. Many of China's lead- 
ing statesmen derived their 
education from the United 
'States. Not only was China 
benefited, but the 
United 
States built up an enormous 
mass of good will. So would 
it be in Finland's case if the 
Smith resolution should be 
adopted by Congress. 
The 


advantage to our reputation, 
too, would not stop at the 
Finnish border. 


DEWEY ON RENT 


CONTROL 


Rent curbs are desirable, 
says Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
of New York, who says he 
will authorize no dropping 
of federal control from any 
part of the state "except 
upon the clearest proof that 
controls are neither neces- 
sary nor desirable."
